It is a 
species of intemperance within itself, 
for it goes beyond the bounds of reason 
in that it attempts to control a man’s 
appetite by legislation, and in making 
crimes out of things that are not crimes. 
A prohibition law strikes a.blow at the 
very principles on which our govern¬ 
ment was founded. I have always been 
found laboring to protect the weaker 
classes from the stronger, ami I never 
$an give my consent to such a law as 
you propose to enact. Until my tongue 
shall be silenced in death, I will con¬ 
tinue to fight for the rights of men.”

How to Remove Slain*. 

All fruit sinlus wheu fresh yield to 
the hot water treatment, says the 
Pittsburg Press, Grass stains are a 
source of wonimeut to mothers, and 
they seem almost as ol>stlnute as a 
mildew or scorches. However, a hot 
-solution of tartaric acid. Increasing Its 
strength If It does not seem to take out 
the stain, or rather change It to a very 
light brown. This faint brown, discol¬ 
oration will wash out In bot soapsuds. 
If a housekeeper Is so uufortunate as 
to have linen mildewed she might as 
well be resigned, as the antidote for 
this disfigurement bus not been found. 
For a scorched place nothing Is known 
to be better tbau exposure to hot sun¬ 
light for days. If Ink Is spilled on 
clothing or carpet apply milk at once, 
soaking and washing the place contin¬ 
uously until all the Ink Is taken out. If 
the Ink Is allowed to stay It cannot be 
taken out with milk. In fact, prompt 
treatment Is the most effective with all 
sorts of stains.

Western Educator Expires at Ap¬ 
pointed Time.— Mis Myste¬ 
rious Warning. 


It would be an excellent thing if 
there were some simple and perfectly 
safe way In which a housekeeper could 
determine for herself the hash point of 
.the kerosene she buys. Unfortunately 
the handling of kerosene which Is bot 
tfnougb to flash la a highly dangerous 
thing for one who Is not Instructed In 
the matter. There are some things, 
however, which a housekeeper may do, 
says Professor W. P. Bradley In Good 
Housekeeping. 

First.-Kerosene should always be 
handled by daylight and away from all 
flames and Ores. Under no circum¬ 
stances whatever should a lamp be 
filled while lta wick Is lighted. 

Second.—After filling a lamp both 
the burner and the reservoir should al-. 
Ways be carefully wiped free from oil 
films. 

Third.—When a lamp Is not burning 
It Is well to keep the wick a little be¬ 
low the top of the tube. . This helps 
to prevent oil from working over upon 
the burner and reservoir. 

Fourth.—Fill your lamp* as often as 
they are used. Especially do not light! 
a lamp when the oil Is low In the reser-' 
▼olr. 

Fifth- Remembering that even ex¬ 
plosive vapor cannot do harm unless 
In some way It actually comes In con¬ 
tact with a flame, never use a burner 
which fit* loosely upon the rest of the 
lamp. A loose Joint may leak vapor, 
which Is likely In turn to be drawn up 
Into the flame. 

Sixth -Never uae a wick which does 
not fit the tube provided for It 

Seventh.—Never blow out a kerosene 
flame downward. Turn down the wick 
a little and let the flame go out of It¬ 
self. If you must blow It out. Now up 
ward through the burner or across the 
top of the chimney. Both of these 
methods produce an upward draft 

Eighth.—Always keep the kerosene 
can and filler in a clean, well ventilat¬ 
ed place, where no lights ever come.

We are seeking to protect the legiti¬ 
mate grocery and the honest canner 
from men who are witting to make 
money by depriving the people of 
things they think they are getting. 
All that we urge is that an approx¬ 
imate weight or measure may lie put 
upon each one of these packages and 
then. If the public cnooses to buy 
a smaller package at a smaller price 
it may do so. but the manufacturers 
and dealers must not any longer de- 
eelvp t(»«* people as to how much they 
are buying." 

BREAKFAST FOOD8 A DELUSION. 

On the tables where Mr. Mann, ably 
but silently assisted by Mr.‘ Steven's 
of Minnesota, acted now as grocery- 
man, now as druggist, and now as 
bartender, there were a dozen or more 
packages of breakfast foods with their 
familiar laliels. A reference to table 
weights and skillful dropping of pack¬ 
ages upon a balance scale in front of 
him enabled Mr. Mann to show that 
ln a great many cases the public paid 
full price for an abnormal amount of 
pastclioard box. In scarce any case 
did the prepared food weigh twice as 
much as the box. and in many in¬ 
stances food and package were In near¬ 
ly equal proportion.

The plota In 
this garden are large enough to permit 
of practical experiments and to even 
supply quite a quantity of vegetables, 
which each gardener la allowed to ap¬ 
propriate to his own use. The only 
requirement la that each gardener pro¬ 
vide his own tools and seed and pay 
sufficient attention to the Instruction 
and to his work to keep hia plot In fair 
condition and In harmony with the 
garden as a whole. There Is In this 
garden plenty of space not taken and 
It offers a unique and valuable oppor¬ 
tunity for any one desiring such work. 
The garden la auitervised by a young 
man with practical experience In 
market gardening. 

WEAVE BEAUTIFUL TIIINGS. 

The weaving department, the only 
handicraft department as yet de¬ 
veloped In the Gild. Is supervised by 
Miss J. A. Turner, formerly with the 
experiment station for the blind In 
Cambridge. Mias Turner, assisted l>y 
her sister, has several looms already 
in working order and Instruction has 
tieon taken up. The aim of the work 
In weaving, as it will be In other home 
craft work, la not to have a weav¬ 
ing establishment for the production of 
goods, but to conduct a school In 
weaving and design where women In 
the community may learn to do work 
which may be carried on In their 
homes. This, as In the case of the 
croft work, will enable them to occupy 
spare time, which would be otherwise 
wasted or Improperly spent. In con¬ 
genial, healthy and remunerative em¬ 
ployments It- la hoped and believed 
that such work will enable many 
women who have to supplement their 
Income to do It In their homes and not 
be forced Into factories and other un¬ 
satisfactory conditions. A system will 
lie developed whereby looms will be 
supplied by and the' product sold 
through the Olid. By this method ex¬ 
penses will he kept at a minimum and 
the highest profits occrue to the 
wortters, 

HOME LANDS IN SMALL 
PARCELS. 

The more fsr-reschtng and substan¬ 
tial feature of the movement is 
the acquisition and subdivision of 
land Into amnll tracts for actual croft 
purpose as outlined above. This close 
ly resembles the schemes developed In 
Hitchln, Port Sunlight, Bournvlllc aud 


Birmingham to a point four miles from 
the city and erected twenty-four 
houses for the workmen. Mr. > ieorge 
Cadbury, from long observation and 
experience, concluded that the only 
practical way to solve the problem was 
to take the factory worker out on the 
land where he might pursue the na¬ 
tural and healthy recreation of garden 
ing.

There Is n belter insurance against 
moths than the ordinary moth balls or 
gum camphor, says Good Housekeep¬ 
ing. l*ut luto the bottom of the trunk 
in which clothes are pneked away a 
small bottle of chloroform, say aa 
ounce or two, according to size of case. 
Split the cork slight!/, so that the 
chloroform can gradually evaporate. 
The fumes will kill not only moths, hnt 
many disease germs. It would be an 
exaggeration to say that the gas will 
kill all bacteria as well as Insects, but 
ecrtainlylt Is more efficacious than or¬ 
dinary camphor. Of course care must 
be taken not to iuhale the fumes when 
opening the cheat.
